Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the non-final rejection dated September 20, 2007 
was based upon claims 1-7. Applicants canceled claims 1-7 and entered claims 8-1 1 which were examined and finally rejected. The final 
rejection was based upon applicants' amendments and therefore a new grounds of rejection had to be introduced as the new claims 8-1 1 
were not the same as cancelled claims 1-7.
